Dear Mr, Jones: 

With your letter of July 29 you forwarded the redraft of an 
Executive Order entitled, "Agency Procedures in bupporx of the 
National security Council." I am pleased to give you the views 
of this Agency with respect to this matter . 

The redraft reflects some of the cota aents and suggestions 
made in my letter of July 18 to Mr. William F. Finan, am to that 
extent m feel that it is an improvement on the earlier draft. 
However, there are certain points we wish to raise for iurther 
consideration. We are not aware of the reasons for inc.s. tiding 
Lection 1, and, unless there are compelling circutantanceu , we 
"believe it would be deferrable to omit this section entirely. 

Lection 3 contains the heart of the order and, consequently, 
should be most carefully considered. We still feel that the 
scope of the Board’s responsibility as set forth in the opening 
phrases of Lection 3 assay be too broad, although, of course, you 
Ixave included the saving clause, "unless the President shall 
o the rwise direct." We suggest for consideration that this night 
be c hang ed from the negative to -he positive to read, when the 
President shall so direct, 1 ' starting at Section 3(a), we 
recommend consideration of the following language in place of 
that set forth in this redraft: 


"(a) Coordinate execution of such policy, 

(b) coordinate development by the agencies 
concerned of detailed operational plans to 
carry out the approved policy, (c) facilitate 
the timely and coordinated carrying out of 
such plans, (d) provide continued guidance 
for changes in operational plans within the 
frsuaeworh of national security policies in 
response to opportunity and changes In the 
situation, and (a) assist the responsible 
agencies so that their execution of each 
project or action will assure that it will 
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its full contribution to the particular 
objective the United states is seeding to 
achieve in the world/’

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EXECUTIVE ORDER 

COORDINATION OP FOREIGN ACTIVITIES 
WHEREAS, the National Security Council was created to advise the 
President with respect to the integration of domestic, foreign, and 
military policies relating to the national security so as to enable 
interested departments and agencies of the Government to cooperate 
more effectively, and 

WHEREAS, the Council was created for the purpose of more effec- 
tively coordinating policies and functions of the departments and 
agencies relating to national security, and 

WHEREAS, it is essential to assure that the policies recommended 
by the Council and approved by me sire carried out by the interested 
departments and agencies in a closely coordinated and consistent 
manner, 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
Constitution and the statutes of the United States, and as President 
of the United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 
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Section 1. (a) There is hereby established the Operations 
Coordinating Board as an interdepartmental Board, responsible to 
the National Security Council. 

(b) The membership of the Board shall consist of 

(l) the Undersecretary of State as Chairman, (2) the Deputy Secretary 
of Defense, (3) the Deputy Director of the Foreign Operations Admin- 
istration, (4) the Director of Central Intelligence, and (5) the 
personal representative of the President. 

(c) The heads of the agencies specified above may 
name alternate members who shall serve as full members if the regular 
representatives are unable to attend any meeting of the Board. When 
matters properly before the Board affect the functions of agencies 
other than those named above, the Chairman of the Board will notify 
such agencies to assign representatives of rank corresponding to the 
Board membership to serve as members of the Board at any meetings 
affecting such agencies. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Board, in connection with 
policies recommended by the National Security Council and approved by 
the President relating to the conduct of activities of the various agencies 
of the Government in or affecting foreign countries when the responsi- 
bility for coordinating the departmental execution of such policies is 
specifically assigned by the President to the Board, (a) to assure that 
timely and adequate action is taken to carry out such policies by the 
appropriate agency or agencies, (b) to assure that such action is 
consistent in its aims and scope with national policy and that action 
planned by each agency is consistent with that planned by each other 
agency concerned, (c) to coordinate the execution of such policies by 
the agencies concerned, (d) to provide at the request of appropriate 
agencies policy guidance on continuing activities when changing 
conditions cause doubt as to whether the activities continue to be 
consistent with national policy, and (e) to refer to the National 
Security Council, with recommendations, situations in which there Is 
doubt as to the application of national policy. 
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Section 3* The detailed operational planning under the policy 

quidance of the Board and the execution of these plans shall be the 

responsibility of the agencies to which such responsibility is assigned 

by the Board subject only to coordination by the Board as provided in 

Section 2 above. This coordination by the Board shall be in addition 

to and shall not affect interdepartmental liaison on such activities. 

Section 4. The Department of State, the Department of Defense, 

the Foreign Operations Administration, and the Central Intelligence 

Agency shall furnish necessary assistance to the Board in accordance 

with Section 214 of the Act of May 3 , 1945, 59 Stat. 134 (31 U.S.C. 691 ). 

Section 5- The Psychological Strategy Board is abolished, the 

effective date to be sixty days after the date of this Order, and 

liquidation of any of its unfinished business shall become the 

responsibility of the Operations Coordinating Board. The Operations 

Coordinating Board shall cause to be abolished any other coordinating 

activities or organizations which the Board considers no longer are 

necessary for the proper conduct of the activities contemplated by 

this Order. 
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Section 6. As used herein, the word "agency" will he construed 
to mean any instrumentality of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, including any executive department. 
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
